“I never knew,” Mr. Morrison adds, 
“just how mean a trick that was until the 
forty-sixth congress. I was made chair- 
man of the committee on public lands and 
two democrats and the republicans outvot- 
ed me in the same way after I had nomi- 
nated my clerk.

THREG ASSAULTS MADE ON WOMEN 


And Now the Whole City Is After 
His Blood. 


HE FIRES ON HIS ENRAGED PURSUERS 


And at Last Accounts Was Still Free- 
Crime News the Country Over-—A 
Lynching in Louisiana 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 20—(Special.)— 
A short, stout man, with à full set of 
black whiskers, committed two remark- 
able assaults in Birmingham tonight, both 
on young girls. 

About 8 o’clock, Miss Minnie Sypes was 
walking along Eighth avenue with her 
mother when a man seized her and began 
to drag her off to an alley. He threaten- 
ed to shoot Mrs. Sypes, whose screams 
attracted some negroes to the rescue, and 
the man ran off. 

A few minutes later he repeated the at- 
tempt on Miss Mamie Synder, a few 
blocks away on Fifth avenue. She was 
walking down the avenue with Will 
Bingham, when they met him. He seized 
her in the collar and began dragging her 
with him, at the same time warding off 
her escort with a pistol. He called for 
help, and so did she. 

Charley Bridwell rushed from a house 
near by and undertook the rescue, but two 
bullets grazed each of his legs. 

By this time the man had dragged his 
victim nearly a block, and was about to 
turn into an alley, when Professor 
Leonard Lippman was attracted by the 
calls for help, and, rushing out of his 
office, gave chase. He fired twice at the 
man, who then released the girl and fled. 

Both assaults occurred in the heart of 
the residence portion of Birmingham. 

And a Third. 

In less than an hour after the above 
assaults, the same man appeared in the 
south side of the city and met two ladies 
returning from church. He knocked down 
one of them, Mrs. Gumpert, and dragged 
her into an alley by the collar. Her com- 
panion’s screams atfracted help, and the 
man fled. The lady is badly hurt. 

The whole police force of the city has 
been put on the search. 


SHOT HIS: EYES Our. 


Birmingham, Ala, December 29.—John 
Ladd, living at Carpenter, near Scottsville, 
in this state, went to the house of James 
Reid, a respectable farmer, at 8 o’clock to- 
night, and told Reid that he was better able 
to care for his fourteen-year-old daughter 
than he was, and that he wanted to bring 
her up to suit himself.

THE PRESIDENT BAT DOWN UPON IT. 


Why Secretary Foster’s Scheme to Issue 
Bonds Failed. 

New York, Decemder 29.—The Times says 
that Secretary of the Treasury Foster’s trip 
to this city was not on private business, as 
was given out officially, but was for the pur- 
pose of consulting Wall street magnates on 
a Proposition to relieve the money 
market and check the export of 
gold by having the government issue 
from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 of bonds. 
The Wall street men were in favor of such 
a scheme, and the speculative contingent 
are in high feather. The president’s co 
operation had been, counted on as sure, but 
this confidence was suddenly discovered to 
be delusive The president not only refused 
to approve the deal, but he went further, and 
expressed himself with his usual force, and 
declared that he could see no excuse for issu- 
ing the bonds, and, what wag more, he did 
not propose that thex should issued while 
he. was president. According to Wall street 
reports, Secretary Foster, before he suddenly 
left town to go west, is credited with having 
received a dispatch from Washington couched 
in pretty stiff language, and running substan- 
jially as follows: 1 want no new bonds 
issued under my administration. Take no 
steps. Do nothing. B. HARRISON.” 

The Times says that Secretary Foster met 
the Wall street men at a clubhouse on Fifth 
avenue and a prolonged conference was held. 
Some of the most notable men in the street 


are said to have been present, and an agree 


ment was formed on the financial policy of 
the government. The action of President 
Harrison upset the plans entirely and there 
is now no prospects of an issue of bonds 
to stop the stringency in the money market.

Of the Pinta and Nina Across tho Atlantic

Washington, December 25.—Orders were 
issued by the navy department today to

TALKING DIRECT TRADE. 


Mr. Pat Calhoun Tells Charlestonians of His 
Faith in the soutb. 
Charleston 


‘ a, S. C., December 29.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Pat Calhoun, of Atlanta, who is in the 
city spending the Christmas holidays with re- 
latives, has been talking about direct trade 
with southern ports and the result is an in- 
tersting interview in the newspapers. 

Mr. Calhoun was asked: “Is there anything 
in the newspaper 1 in regard to your 
efforts to establish ect trade between Port 
Royal and ae 33 

Les, he said, I hope and believe that 
in the near future direct trade will be estab- 
lished from Port Royal to England and the 
continent. But this is only incidental to the 
greater movement, of which I have for several 
years been a strong advocate, from ail the 
south Atlantic ports. Mature consideration 
has convinced me that direct trade from the 
south Atlantic ports with the world is not 
only practicable but essen to the perma- 
nent progress and prosperity of the southeast. 

5 e have some special interests at 
Port Royal I have never advocated anything 
in its behalf that would not also be advanta- 
2 to Savannah, Brunswick and Charleston. 

t is not so much direct trade from Port Royal 
that I deem important as it is direct trade to 
our south Atlantic ports, from the Chesapeake 
to Florida. Ae combined population of all the 
south Atlantic ports would not exceed that 
of the one little city of Newark. They have 
been practically shut out from a share in the 
great commerce of the continent. If direct 
trade were established from each of these 
ports, and they get a fair share of that por- 
tion of the commerce naturally tributary to 
them, they would each have a larger business 
than any. one of them would now have if it 
succeeded in absorbing all the business now 
tributary to them all. Each of the south At- 
lantic ports should be put by the interior 
transportation systems upon a basis of per- 
fect equality, as to rates and facilities, and 

g else should be left to the indivdu- 
al enterprse and effort of her citizens.’’ 

So you look u on direct trade as practica- 


rtainly,’’ he replied. ‘The tramp steam- 
er is really a piopeer of transportation. The 
bulk of our great staple cotton goes to Europe 
direct. by tramp steamers now, and regular 
lines will follow, when grain, flour and the 
other important Commodities — and made 
farther west im territory naturally tributary 
tothe south Atlantic ports will also be for- 
warded by our ports.“ 

During the course of the interview Mr. Cal- 
houn said he believed that within the 
next twelve months the south would witness 
a revival in her business and commercial 
world which has been unequaled in her past 
bistory. The signs of the times inevitably 
pointed to that conclusion.

is trying to maintain, It is this effort to 
uphold a monstrosity in deflance of 
natural laws that is driving gold out of 
the country, and the Sherman law has 
no more to do with it than the law pro- 
viding for the printing of the Columbian 
postage stamps, In this republic the con- 


trol of the treasury of the gold of the. 


country is limited, and it will be 
more limited hereafter. But the treasury 
has power, under the law, to hold every 
dollar of gold that goes to it. It has 
the power at any moment to put a stop to 
the exports of gold, but, as it is controlled 
by the monometalists and run in their in- 
terests, it refuses to employ that power. 
Why? For the very simple reason that 
to exercise the power which the law gives 
it, and which the people intended it 
should have, would institute bimetallism. 

Does the reader see the point? The 
treasury, under the law, has the option of 
paying all its obligations except the gold 
notes, in either gold or silver. The law 
says coin, and silver is coin. That is the 
way, and the only way, for the treasury 
to hold its gold. “But,” the goldolators 
will reply, “should the government refuse 
to pay gold on demand, the country would 
be on a silver basis.” Ignorance can 
squeal even louder than this when it has 
a mind to, but it could not display its 
trade mark more effectually. How can 
the country go to a silver basis when 
there is no silver standard? 

The Bank of England manages to hold 
its gold by putting up the rate of inter- 
est, but it is a heavy charge on the busi- 
ness of the country, and, as a remedy, 
is not always effectual. Financiers well 
know that the Bank of England does not 
compare favorably with the Bank of 
France, which always has an ample sup- 
ply of gold on hand, and is able to help 
England out at a pinch—as when it loan- 
ed the Bank of England $15,000,000 in 
gold during the Baring crisis. How does 
it manage to hold its gold? In the sim- 
plest way imaginable. It pays out either 
silver or gold at its pleasure, and export- 
ers are often refused gold. If they get 
gold, they have to pay a commission on 
it at such rate as the bank may choose to 
fix. This prevents a drain on the gold 
stock of the bank, and enables it to pro- 
tect both its gold and its silver. 

“But,” the goldolators will exclaim, 
that is bimetallism!”’ Yes, indeed! It is 
nothing else, and the United States, with 
more silver to protect and maintain at 
par than France, will have to come to it 
at last, or go through a convulsion that 
will lift some of the goldolators off their 
feet. How is it that, when the Bank of 
France fixes a rate of commission on the 
gold it pays out, the metal doesn’t go to 
a premium? Simply because the bank 
makes the charge or refuses to make it 
at, its own choice and pleasure

Deal Fairly with the Masses. 

In France the common people who live 
by hard work on their little farms, 
or by keeping little shops, or by 
daily wages, are called “small people,” 
a phrase equivalent to our word, masses. 

These people, the masses, were en- 
couraged, by the French government to 
invest their savings in the Panama canal. 
Subscriptions came in from hundreds of 
thousands of citizens. The canal enter- 
prise collapsed, and the government, fear- 
ing the anger of the stockholders, deceived 
them until the recent investigation 
brought the truth to light. 

This brief explanation shows the gravity 
of the situation. The French government 
stood in with plutocrats and speculators, 
and disregarded the interests of the com- 
mon people. Now it suddenly realizes 
the fact that when the masses are 
aroused, a government supported by the 
privileged classes is a very weak affair. 

The situation in France should be a 
warning to the leadcrs who control the 
legislation of our republic. We must 
carry out the Jeffersonian ideas of sim- 
plicity and economy. Our government 
cannot afford to follow the republican 
programme of building up the rich at the 
expense of the wage-earners. The latter, 
when leagued together, have a crushing 
numefical superiority, and when they are 
tricked and trifled with they will not 
hesitate to use their might. The advo- 
cates of class legislation will do well to 
bear these things in mind. 


The Interests of the People. 

We have yet to hear of a single business 
firm or individual that is afraid of the 
results of the democratic policy of tariff 
reform. Democratic editors who have 
figured as furious tariff reformers tell the 
party that it must draw in its tariff 
horns and postpone the whole business 
for twelve months or more, but the busi- 
ness men seem to be pretty well satisfied 
with the situation and the prospects. 

All they ask is a fair show. All they 
insist on is that they shall not be left in 
a state of uncertainty as to the nature 
and extent of the proposed reforms. 
Alarmed editors can wait one year or 
ten. All they have to do is to sit in their 
luxurious sanctums and spin yarns for 
the, marines. But the business of the 
country must go forward, and it will be 
seriously ‘handicapped if it has .to go 
forward blindly. The interests of two 
classes are to be specially considered 
when we come to fix the date for be- 
ginning the work of reform—the manu- 
facturers and exporters, and it will be 
an injustice to these classes if they are 
left in a state of uncertainty for a year 
or more. They want to know at the ear- 
liest date practicable just what to expect, 
just how to adjust their business, just 
how to fix their contracts.

Atlanta gets first-class men in all of these 
positions, and her interests will be well 
served. 


Gladstone’s Birthday. 

The eighty-third birthday of Mr. Glad- 
stone, yesterday, found the great premier 
enjoying fine physical health, and in 
possession, of his marvelous intellectual 
powers. 

This remarkable man has been a hard 
worker all his life. He was a first-honor 
man at Oxford, in both classics and mathe- 
matics. He entered the house of com- 
mons sixty years ago, and has, without 
the exception of a few months, remained 
a member of that body ever since. 

Despite his close attention to politics, he 
is the first Greek scholar in England, and 
his magazine controversies with Huxley 
and other eminent men show that he 
rivals Lord Brougham in the scope and 
extent of his knowledge. As a premier, 
he has cared little about foreign policy. 


Home affairs have mainly claimed his 


attention, and now in his role of premier 
for the fourth time he has good reason to 
anticipate the success of his favorite re- 
form— Irish home rule. 

If anybody should ask Mr. Gladstone 
how he has managed to continue active 
work to the age of eighty-three without 
injury to his health, he would reply that 
temperance and plenty of exercise ex- 
plained it all. He eats very little, takes 
only a few ounces of wine a day, and 
takes exercise in the open air. In his old 
age he is able to undergo the fatigue of 
public speaking and the -duties of his 
position without feeling any the worse 
for it. England has a long list of great 
men, but there is only one Gladstone. 


Does It Pay to Be Single’? 

Early in the present century George 
Rapp founded an Eveless Eden in Penn- 
syivania, and named the settlement 
Economy. 

The settlers had to live up to the apos- 
tolic rule of holding all things in com- 
mon, and they were, moreover, prohibited 
from marrying. From time to time the 
society received enough accessions to keep 
it alive, and at the present time the mem- 
bers number twenty-five men. 

With no families, these men naturally 
fell into habits of hard work and close 
economy. Their property increased in 
value, and it is now worth anywhere from 
forty to seventy millions of dollars. The 
head of the community died a few days 
ago, and John Duss, a man of thirty-three, 
who joined the society only six years ago, 
is likely to be his successor. If Mr. Duss 
outlives his associates, all the property 
will be his, and he may by the time he 
reaches the age of sixty find himself in 
possession of an estate worth from $100,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000.. 

People who have followed the progress 
of this remarkable society of celibates are 
asking the question: “Does it pay to be 
single?” 

Perhaps it does in exceptional cases, but 
the average man would rather be in the 
penitentiary than in the pious little town 
of Economy. Imagine a town inhabited 
by men alone. No fluttering skirts, no 
lingerie, no picturesque costumes filled to 
overfiowing with feminine charms, no 
baby carriages on the sidewalks, no music, 
no flowers, nothing but the November 
dreariness of a group of miserable Adams!

It is difficult to read one of Mr. Gladstone’s non- 
political addresses without asking wherein is to 
be found the secret of the charm exercised by his 
oratory over all classes.

All these powers of the mind Mr. Gladstone no 
doubt possesses in a high degree, but unquestion- 
ably he does not let them be seen in his popular 
addresses to large, mixed audiences. They con- 
tain plenty of gocd sense and good feeling ade - 
quately expressed, but to say more of them, 
judged on the surface, would be impossible. 

How is it, then, that they are so successful and 


please so much more than the efforts of men who 


pack their speeches with the best things in the 
best language. 

We believe that the answer is to be found in the 
fact that Mr. Gladstone has realized exactly the 
intellectual capabilities of popular audiences, and 
so manages to make every shot tell. 

Burke praised one of the statesmen of his day, 
we believe it was George Grenville, for glways be- 
ing able to “hit the house between and wa- 
ter.”

The Slayer of Charley Wart Brought 


to Atlanta Last Hight 
IN A TERRIBLE STATE OF TERROR. 


He Spent Yesterday Starting at Nvery 
Sound, Mxpecting to Be Lynohed 
Any Moment, and He Would. 


Dan Hood, the murderer of Mr. Charles 
R. Watt, of Senoia, occupies cell No. 19 
in the Fulton county jail, and when the 
black wretch stepped inside the ponderous 
swinging door that shuts off the big prison 
from the outside world last nicht, he 
breathed more freely than he has breathed 
in several days past. 

But for Sheriff Hewlett’s action in bring- 
ing him to the Atlanta prison, Hood would 
now be dangling at the end of a rope at- 
tached to some stalwart oak in Fayette 
county. The negro knew this ahd when 
he was safe bebind the grated walls of 
the Atlanta prison he gave a sigh of relief. 
The possibility of death, and a violent 
death, too, had been his for the past eighty 
hours, and the strain had been terrible, 
The murderer’s black face bore traces of 
the awful suffering he had endured, and 
when he was shown to his cell he dropped 
exhausted upon a cot. He was well aware 
of the danger of lynching from which 
he had just been delivered and he thanked 
the sheriff. 

The story of the killing of Mr. Charles 
R. Watt by Hood was told in The Con- 
stitution of Wednesday. The murder was 
brutal and altogether uncalled for, and if 
Mr. Watt had died immediately after he 
was attacked this account would not have 
been written; for an account of Hood's: 
death at the hands of a posse of indignant 
citizens would have appeared in the same 
paper that told of the assault of Mr. Watt. 

Mr. Watt was a prominent farmer of 
Fayette county, living near Senoia. He 
owned a pretty farm, which was tilled by 
himself and three or four tenants. H 
was one of his tenants, and during the year 
just ending he has proved himself to be bat 
a poor one. So unsatisfactory was he that 
Mr. Watt decidede to get rid of him and 
make place for a better one next year. 
Monday morning he went to Hood’s house, 
not far from his own, and told him of what 
he had decided to do. He told the negro 
that he had not done as well as he would 
have liked in the management of the farm, 
and he was unwilling to make a contract 
with bim for another year. Hood did not 
like what Mr. Watt told him and some 
words ensued. 

It is not known what passed, but_the 
quarrel ended in an attack upon Mr. Watt 
by Hood. Hood is 1. aed ys ere ys 
sprang upon Mr. att and beat him 
bt 1 manner. After beating Mr. 
Watt within an inch of his life Hood left 
him, and believing that he had killed him he 
left the vicinity. 

Watt was found shortly after Hood 
left him in an unconscious condition. He 
was carried to his home and medical ald was 
given him at once. It was plain that his 
injuries were fatal and a searching party 
was organized to look for his assailant. 
They searched the entire community but 
Hood had hid himself and not until Wednes- 
day was he found. When found he was hid- 
ing in Coweta county. He was carried to 
the Fayette county jail. 

Meantime Mr. att’s condition contin- 
ued to grow more and more serious, until 
Wednesday night he died. Threats of 
lynching Hood were n and an attack up- 
on the jail was expected. When Mr Watt 
died his neighbors were furious and Hood 
knew his life was worth N if he was 
kept in the Fayette county jail. He was 
in a state of abject terror, and crouched in 

is cell starting at every sound.

His opponent is Mr. J. M. Paden, a 
one-legged confederate soldier and a gentle 
man of very agrceable manners. 

He was a candidate in the recent prima- 
ry which nominated Mr. Ben Davis and 
was the second choice of the people as 
expressed at the ballot box. 

These two candidates, each with a ter- 
tain degree of prestige—one agreeing to 
give to the widow a certain of his 
salary, a one-legged, disabled confederate 
and a man of acknowledged popularity as 
shown by his recent campaign—will cer- 
tainly make it warm for each other in their 
scramble for the office. 

Justice of the Peace Election. 

The elections for justice of the peace in 
the several militia districts of the county 
will also be full of interest. They will oc- 
cur next Saturday week. 

Dr. William E. Foute, the present effi- 
cient keeper of the station house, is a can- 
| roman for justice against Judge S. H. Lan- 


um. 

Both of these gentlemen are men of 
honor, and of unimpeachable integrity. 
Judge Landrum has occupied the pos- 
tion for several years, and has given very 
eminent satisfaction 

The friends of Dr. Foute, however, 
claim that he is a better man for the office, 
and that Judge Landrum has had it long 
enough. 

In the 1,234th district, the present in- 
cumbent, Judge E. H. Orr is opposed by 
Mr. Jud Glenn, who has put out a strong 
titket for that office. 

J 1 Orr, however, has made a splendid 
record and moreover is an able lawyer. He 
will therefore be hard to oust, and Mr.
